material things must be taken

consideration if the United States is 
to uphold the rights 
and principles 
of her citizens.” 
The President face- opposition

Congress in asking the power that ho 
r eeks to-day but he*is counting 
on 
a patriotic union of all the. opposing 
factors to present a unites! front to 
Germany and the world. He does not 
ask 
a 
decree 
of war, 
but merely 
“armed neutrality”. 
The isolation of the United State* 
in its course of action was empha­ 
sized by the President when he fail­ 
ed again to ask neutral nations 
for 
similar action toward the Imperial 
Government and he referred to the 
fact that, 
although other 
neutrals 
were suffering as much or more than 
This country, they apparently did not
